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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The indicated allowability of the subject matter of previously presented claim 1 3 
is withdrawn in view of the newly discovered reference(s) to Kuroda et al. Rejections 
based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 and 14-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kuroda et al. 

Kuroda (e.g. Figs. 1A and 1B) teaches a high frequency circuit board including a 
conductive ground plane (G1 or G2) which has openings that are formed by bridges of 
the ground lines to form a lattice pattern (i.e. signal line S2 is centered with the opening 
along its length (like present invention Fig. 2A), and signal line S3 is centered with a 
ground line along its length and has two sets of openings on its sides (i.e. not 
overlapping the signal line) along its length (like present invention Fig. 3)). Also, Kuroda 
teaches that the relationship to the ground lines and openings are chosen such 
impedance is essentially matched (e.g. see Col. 2, lines 50-67), and the opening can be 
considered continuous along the length of the lines in the same manner as the bridged 
opening of the present invention. Furthermore, it is inherent that the functional 
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limitations of the present claims are met by the Kuroda device, especially since it the 
same structure as the presently claimed structure.
